At' the age of 18 
years he took employment in. ar< iron 
furnace at Lancaster, Pa., and during 
the excitement.attending;the early days 
of the Mexican war. whije ou a visit to

Philadelphia, he enlisted in the First 
regiment of United States volunteers, 
or dismounted cavalry. -General Joseph 
E. Johnston, later a. distinguished con- 
federate- leader, was colonel of the regi- 
ment, which participated in nearly every 
important battle fought on Mexican soil. 
Mr. Wiltsie received an honorable dis- 
charge at Ft. McHenfy. near Baltimore, 
Sept. 1.'I848.'

sader, Benjamin Lundy devoted his life 
:o 'the cause of liberty for the black 
man. But it was not permitted him to 
see. the day when the pen of Lincoln 
wrought in a moment what he had la- 
joretl twenty years to accomplish. 


','Benjamin Lundy. pied 1839." This 


is the simple inscription on the head- 
stone. 


Benjamin Lundy was born in 
New 


Jersey in 178!).. of Quaker parents. He 
was apprenticed.to a Saddler.and it was 
while working at his trade in Wheeling. 
\V. Va.. that he first witnessed the 
transporting of slaves to the southern 
market. His sympathy and indignation 
were aroused and he resolved to wage 
warfare against it. Henceforth he re- 
garded his trade only as a means' to 
secure money to combat slavery through 
the press. He resided in St. Louis from 
1810 
to tS21. and then went .to Mount 


Plcansant, Ohio, where he published the. 
"Oenias of 
TJniversal 
Emancipation.'' 


the pioneer anti-slavery newspaper. He 
l.itrr transferred his paper" to Balti- 
more, and in )SCD was stabbed by the 
chief slave (junior of that city, whose 
business had been denounced by Lundy 
in liia paper. 


William 
L'oyd 
flarrison 
overheard 


Lundy arguing against slavery in a pri- 
vnt<! fcoantinft liouso. nnd -b^roning in 
terestcd, joined tb» cause and became 


co-editor with Lund}-. He was thrown 
into jail on a charge of criminal libel 
in declaring the slave traffic piratical. 
This arrest dissolved the partnership 
and Lundy moved tl]0 publication to 
'Washington. 
It was issued thereafter 


from various places as Limdy found th-.' 
means and the opportunity. 


In 183B Lundy went to Philadelphia, 


and founded the National 
Enquirer, 


editing it for a year. His health,fail- 
ng, he came to St. Louis, and.later to 
Central Illinois. He; spent the last year 
of his life with his son-in-law, Isaac 
Griffith, and (laughter at their home 
near Granvillc. 
,

Lumly's successors in the fight against 


slavery in many instances became s-o 
promincntT.s to overshadow-the humble 
editor and lecturer who blazed the way. 
During his anti-slavery propaganda ho 
traveled nearly 50.000 miles, of which 
one-tenth was on foot, visiting nine- 
toeu states ahd also Canada and H.iyti. 
He lectured every day, sometimes twice 
n day. and whenever and wherever 'ie 
could' secure nn audience, always urging 
the emancipation of (he slaves.
